ATTACK ON POLICE. 


Mob Violence in Quarr 
Bay. 


HEAVY PENALTY ASKED., 

“It seems as if this is a pre- 
meditated attack on the Police” de- 
clared Inspector -G, A. Stimson in 
the witness) box of the Central 
Police Court, yesterday, when yiv- 
tng evidence before Mr. Schofield in 
a case in which six Chineso were 
charged with behaving in a noisy 
and. disorderly manner .by creating 
a disturbance {in East Street, 
Quarry Bay.

The case arose out of an attack 
on Sergeant O'Connell near the 
Quarry Bay beach on Friday night, 
when local Chinese celebrated an- 
other supposed “victory” in the 
North by firing: crackers. The 
crowd that gathered round Sergt. 
O'Connell became so hostile that he 
was compelled to free a Chinese, 
whom he had arrested for throwing 
erackers at him. . 

A: Baton Charge. 

At 8.30 o'clock, under orders from 
Insp. Stimson of Shaukiwan Police 
Station, a baton charge was made, 
during which the Police arrested the 
six accused who were either shout- 
ing or throwing stones, Tho last 
accused was hit on the head with a 
baton by an Indian Police con- 
stable, and had to be taken to hos- 
pital for treatment. 

P.C.B. 440 said that he arrested 
the second accused, who was shout- 
ing. On the way to the station, 
the culprit, witness alleged, held on 
his (the constablo’s) beard! 

P.C.B. 350 who took into custody 
the third man, sald that he had to 
drag him to the station.

NATIONALISM 


FOLLIES WHICH HAVE LED UP TO THE. 
PRESENT WORLD CRISIS. 


Since every country in the 


; world, whatever its geographical 


situation, its industrial status, 
its government, high tnriff or low 
tariff, ereditor or debtor, is 
afflicted by the same paralysis of 
industry. and commerce, collapse 
of prices, Budget deficits, shrink- 
age of foreign trade, it might be 
supposed that « common instinct 
of self-preservation would lead 
them to seck concerted measures 
fur recovery. But though every- 
body is aware that he is depen- 
dent upon foreign products for 
his subsistence, and that their 
regular supply involves an intri- 
cate machinery of commerce and 
finance, most of us in times of 
trouble are apt to ignore this 
basic fact and fall back upon the 
illusion of economic nationalism. 
The notion that each nation is in 
control of the economit activi- 
ties of its members has, of 
course, an important substratum 
of truth. Taxation and public 
expenditure, communal services 
and legal regulations play so pro- 
minent a part in our economic 
life as to overshadow the: inter- 
national aspects of trade. More- 
over, international trade iself is 
injuriously misrepresented «by 
its official statement in terms of 
import and export balances be- 
tween Britain, Germany, 
France, the United. States, ete, 
as if thede nations were trading 
firms, writes J. A. Hobson in the 
Manchester Guardian. a 
National Policies. 

Add -to these considerations 
the more destructive folly of the 
notion that it is better to sell 
than to buy and you begin to 
understand why in. this world 
crisis the members of each na- 
tion huddle for sefety by their 


| goods, 


own firesides instead of going 
boldly out in search of common 
remedies, For, making all dua 
allowance for the signs of sanity 
taking shape just now in pre- 


parations for international eco-| 


nomic conferences, the dominant 
note alike nmong statesmen and 
ordinary citizens is “Let each 
nation set its own house in or- 
der,” or, as the “Morning Post” 
recently expressed it. ' “It is the 
sum of national policies that 
makes the world policy.” 

Now the world is an 
organic’ whole, with inter- 
dependent and interacting 
parts, not. a mere sum of 
nations, and the process of 
putting one’s own national 
house in order involves put- 
ting other people’s houses 
into disorder, a disorder 
which again reacts dis- 
‘astrously upon our own 
house, 

Translate these generalities 
into concrete instances, We in 
Britain have been trying to 
put our own house in order by 
four distinguishable lines of ac- 
tion — 

1. By cuts in public expendi- 
ture accompanied hy in- 
creases of taxation, with a 
view to balancing the na- 
tional Budgets, inclusive of 
provision for debt cancella- 
tion. 

By cuts in: wages, salaries, 
and dividends in an attempt 
to restore trade, domestic 
and foreign, by reducing ex- 
penses of production. 

By protective tariffs and 
“Buy British” slogans so as 
to secure a favourable Bal- 
ance of Trade.

4, By going off gold, 80 making

Mistaken Policies. : - 

Now the apparent efficacy of 
each of these policies depends 
upon disregarding its important 
and inevitable reactions upon 
our national trade as a_ wholo 
and upon world trade. Take (1): 
the reduction in the numbers and 
income of public servants, tho 
eancelling of constructive 
schemes of the central and muni- 
cipal government, the increase in 
direct and indirect taxation —all 
involve a reduced demand for 
commodities and a corresponding 
reduction of employment. Add 
to this the reduction of purchas- 
ing power effected by the cuts of 
income in general industry (2), 
and the net effect is to throw out 
of employment many workers 
both here and abroad. The 
reduced purchase of foreign 
of ‘course, reduces the 
purchasing power of foreigners 
for our exports, thus further in- 
creasing the unemployment in 
Britain. ” - 

It will be urged that our new 
tariff and “Buy British’. policy, 
aided by the check on imports 
from “going off gold,” will help 
us by substituting British goods 
and) employment for ‘foreign. 
But this substitution signifies 
paying higher prices for the 
game quantity and quality of 
goods, thus diminishing the 
money’ incomes available for 
other purchases and reducing em- 
ployment in other trades, The 
contention that this damage 
from. the higher price of home- 
made goods will be more than 
offset by the increased volume of 
employment and of incomes in 
Britain by exporting some of 
our unemployment is only valid 
on the condition that the tariff 
is confined to those final con- 
sumers' yoods which can be pro- 
duced here ‘at a cost very little 
lower than abroad. It. would be 
foolish to deny that in a general 
condition of employment a tariff 
thus limited may inerease tho 
aggregate of employment and of 
wealth production within this 
country. 

Personally, [hold such 
tariff action foolish for 
several reasons — first, be- 
cause jt will not, in fact, be 
confined to the narrow field 
here indicated; secondly, be- 
cnuse it will be dificult. to 
remove it when a revival of 
trade makes it no longer 
justifiable; and, Instly, be- 
cause this export of un- 
employment is an unfriendly 
act injurious to the forma- 
tion of a genuine society of 
nations and the solidarity of. 
economic interests it re- 
quires, . 

Economic Suicide. 

But the folly of economic 
nationalism has even more de- 
structive consequences. It in- 
cites a competition in economic 
suicide. If we cut our purchases 
of foreign goods foreign. incomes 
are injured, their tax revenues 
are diminished, their Budgets 
are upset, their taxes ara in- 
creased, their wages are reduced, 
their unemployment grows, their 
demand for our goods is lessen- 
ed. So every nation is driven to 
sell as much abrond as possible 
and to buy as little as possible 
either abroad or at home. For 
only thus, it appears, can each 


nation knlance its Budget and 
secure a favourable balance of 
trade, which last is a vital neces- 
sity for debtor nations and, as 
now appears, a financial necessity 
for creditor nations. To put it 
briefly, economic nationalism 
aecks to sell more than it buys, 
to produce more thnn it con- 
sumes, to lend more than it bor- 
rows. For this is the real mean- 
ing of a “favourable balance.” It 
{9 the modern form of the “mer- 
cantilist fallacy” by which for- 
cign trade was regarded as an 
instrument’ for necumulating a 
monetary “treasure.” Thea com- 
bination of reparations and war 
debts with prohibitive tariffs on 
the part of creditors compels the 
debtor nations to revert to this 
cruder form of a monetary bal- 
ance, with paralysing reactions 
hoth on foreign and domestic 
trade. . 

In 2 world of falling prices 
everyone is trying to cut 
costs in order to get for 
himself a larger share of a 
shrinking market. Now any ° 
firm may gain by cutting 
wages or other costs pro- 
vided the other firms in his 
industry do not follow suit; 
any one industry may siml- 
larly gain provided other 

- industries maintain the in- 
come end purchasing power 
of their employees. So any. 
nation may cut the incomes 
of its working class (public 
and private employees) and 
thus secure o larger share 
of a restricted world- 
market, provided that other 
nations do not pursue the 
same cutting policy. 
Underneath this whole mad 

economy lie two assumptions, 
both false — first, that each 
country can look after and se- 
cure its own interests, 
secondly, that in a world where 
almost every person regards 
work as a means to consumption 
it is from the national stand- 
point more important to produce 
than to consume. . :

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AR up a lonely highland glen a 
F pair of golden engles have 
thelr home. They—or thelr for- 
benrs—have been there for genera- 
lions, for Gaclic is no longer spokon 
fn their country, ‘and the rock on 
which they nest bears a Gaclic name 
signifying that the King of Birds 
lives here. 

Muny persons have seen and ad- 
mired the golden cagle when out 
stalking on the Rough Bounds, or 
when climbing the grim precipices 
of the Black Culllin of Skye, but few 
have watched, by day and by night, 
the home life of a pair of golden 
eagles from a hide four yards from 
their oyric. Our hide was built 
of turf and was roofed with heather. 
It was a work of art, and the stalker 
who had made it for us before our 
arrival in the glen deserves much 
of the credit for tho success of tho 
photographs which were taken 
from it, 

My wife and I 
the eyria” 


made our first 
on a cloudless 
morning of early Summer, The 
ground was white with frost, and 
the air was atill and very cold be- 
fore the sun had climbed abovo tho 
hill to the east. Beside the peaty. 
river that @ows through the glen 
golden plover piped mournfully and 
gand-pipers courted. When we had 
come in sight of the Eagle's Rock 
the female engle rosé from her eyrlo 
and on her great wings flew unhur- 
rledly across the ylen. She was 
attacked by a Iapwing, but ignored 
her small adversary and soared 
magnificently to a great height. It 
was a steep climb to the eyrie, and 
the ledges of rock were slippery 
after much wet weather, but at 
Jongth we were standing beside tho 
hide and were looking across to the 
great eyrie built of branches of 
rowan and heather. One engiet lay 
in tho nest. A small downy object, 
il felt the heat of the sun shining 
full upon it, and panted in distress. 
But immediately I allowed my sha- 
dow to fall on it the quick breathing 
teased and it fell fast asleep. 1

Through my pecp-holo in tho 
front of the hide 1 could . see the 
eaglet sleeping on its side with ono 
leg outstretched and its small white 
head comically pillowed’ on somo 
heathor. In fifty minutes there 
was a rush of wings, and the fomalo 
eagle arrived at tho nest. She fed 
the englet with great care on the 
tit-bits of n grouse, then swallowed 
the rest of the carcass, entrails and 
all. She then carefully tidied up 
the eyrle and arranged tiny heather 
shoota over her only child. She 
had been at the neat for half an 
hour when, glancing up, sho noticed 
the sinister eye of the lens for the 
first time. Her suspicions wera 
at once aroused and she took wing 
with a magnificent gesture. She 
soon returned, and then brooded her 
englet for an hour. Once the male 
visited her on’ the nest, and the two 
noblo birds made a superb picture, 
but since I knew that they were a5 
yet unused to the lens of the camera 
I dared not risk alarming them at 
this carly stage, and so did not at- 
tempt to photograph the pair. 

For tho next week, whenever the 
weather permitted, we left the atalk- 
ing lodge at sunrise and, after ford- 
Ing tho ‘river, were at the golden 
oagle's cyrie when the day was still 
young. Tha eyrie faced north, and 
after 11 o'clock or thereabouts was 
tn shadow, so that the most success- 
ful photographs were all taken be- 
tween seven and eleven in the morn- 
ing, The caglet during this week 
had grown enormously. It, had 
been fed generously upon bine 
hares, grouse, and once on a black 
water rat, and now, when it was 
about ‘three weeks old, its young

fenthers were beyinning to show 
through the down. During the 
week the mother cagle had learned 
that the noise of the camera shutted 
was harmless, and that the eye of 
the lens appeared more formidable 
than it really was. But we were 
hampered by much rain, which 
rendered the hide a most uncomfort- 
ablo, place to alt in. Having 
educated the eagle wa decided to 
take, in relays, a thirty hours’ con- 
tinuous watch at the oyrie. I 
took tho early morning watch until 
2pm. The stalker took my place 
from 2 p.m. to 10 p.m, and my wife 
remained in the hide all night from 
10 pm. until 8 am. when I re- 
Neved her for the following morn- 
ing’s watch, We had spent over 
60 hours watching in the hide when 
I was fortunate enough to obtain 
one or two remarkable photographs 
of the eagle shielding her young 
from the sun, Very gradually she 
opened her magnificent wings until 


they were outapread before me in} 


all their beauty and, strength. 
Motionless she stood thus, guarding 
her englet, and making a picture 
which will. remain ‘in my mind as 
the most wonderful thing I have 
scen in the bird world. 

During my wife’s all-night vigil 
the mother eagle slept motionless 
for eight hours standing over the 
engict. She did not brood it, al- 
though a part of the night was cold 
and her child called plaintively from 
time ta time. About sunrige a 
blackbird from lower down tho glen 
flaw up to the mountain ash that 
grew beside the cyrie and sang his 
full song only a few feet from the 
sleeping eagle. Opening, her.ayon- 
derful eyes (they acemed to pierce 
through and through us as we-sat 
in the hide) the eagle looked up at 
the singing blackbird in mild ‘sur- 
prise. The ring ouscl she knew, 
for hie often made plaintive music 
in her rowan, but the blackbird was 
a stranger, and go she listened 
awhile with interest to his flute-

Does Japan Really Want Peace? 


yy Japan really want peace to-day, and not at some indefinite 
date in the future © The truthful answer to that question is of 
fundamental importance, If it is “Yeu,” it will be the corner stone 
of the Shanghai Peace Mansion, 
architects of the world are now busy drawitig designs. 
“No,” then the. political architects 
vised to put away their blue prints 
to another task. 

Confining attention to Shanghai, let us examine the many as- 
surances given, from time to time, by Japanese diplomats and others 
of Jnpan’s reasons for embarking on a venture, which we have 
“blunder,” but which Japanese maintain 
was forced upon them. These assurances, only too familiar by oft 
repetition, boil down to “protection off lives and Property and inter- 
ests of Japanese nationals,” Such protection, at one time, was 
decmed secured, if Chinese troops withdrew ‘x distance of twenty 
kilometres from Shanghai. It has been said,‘at least on one, occa- 
Sion, that the moment this objective was: redlistd, that Japan's 
campaign in the Shanghai-area would end.” s Thistobjective was 
regarded, seemingly, as of such vital ‘importance by Japanese 
military and naval commanders, who took upon themselves the res- 
ponsibility of protecting the lives and Property and interests of 
Japanese nationals, that they Inunched what, we suppose, they des- 
cribe as a “punitive expedition.” ~ Apparently, they under-estimated 
the value and strength of the spirit of determined opposition, their 
demands and threats, if demands were not acceded to, had aroused 
throughout China. So greatly did they err in this respect, that the 
“punitive expedition,” in the course of five weeks, grew into a 
“campaign,” and required an “expeditionary force” to achieve -the 
original objective. Whether that objective, even to-day, has been 
finally achieved is uncertain. And, in the process, some ten thou- 
sand persons — Chinese and Japnnese and others — have been kill- 
ed ‘and wounded, while Chapei, a once prosperous district of Shang- 
hai, together with other districts and villages and towns, have 
been converted into shambles. At this ‘cost, Japan’s deélared ob- 
jective has been purchased,

In the past few days, the Chinese troops have withdrawn — 
whether voluntarily or compulsorily is immaterial to the point under 
consideration — more than, if not precisely, the formerly stipulated 
twenty kilometres from Shanghai. Has the Japanese campaign in 
the Shanghai area come to an end? According to a Reuter’s cable 
from Nanking — the cablo is to. hand as we write these lines— 
‘Large Japanese forces are vigorously attacking from Nanhsiang 
our (Chinese) Headquarters now at Chenyi, one station west of 
Kunshan. The objective of the Japanese offensive is unknown.” 
And yet, on March 3, in the afternoon, the Japanese Consulate in 
Shanghai issued a communique to the effect that “The military and 
naval authoritics, having accomplished their avowed objective of 
affording protection to Japanese lives and property, have ordered 
all military operationy to‘cease forthwith.” . The content of this 
communique is at variance with happenings, indicating what? That 
Japan wants peace? 

Again, peace parleys have been a feature of the news this 
week, Through the good offices mainly of S{r Miles Lampson and 
Adniiral Sir Howard Kelly these conferences, between Chinese and 
Japanese representatives, have been held aboard the British Flag- 
ship “Kent.” That, these representatives were induced to meet 
at all to discuss peace terms was a great: achievement. . Arising out 
of these conferences, we were infotmed earlier in the week that 
proposals for the institution of an armistice, preparatory to the 
holding of a Shanghai Round Table Peace Conference, had been 
agreed upon, and that these proposals then required but the affirma- 
tion of the Chinese and Japanese Governments, It transpires, how- 
ever, that the basic conditions demanded afresh by the Japanese for a 
cessation of hostilities were so entirely different from those agreed 
upon at the conferences aboard H.M.S, Kent,” so incompatible with 
Chinese national dignity, and so unreasonable, that the Nanking Gov- 
ernment has been obliged to make it perfectly clear that those de- 
mands cannot, and what is more, will not be accepted. And s0, 
Government lenders riow_ say, “Peace is not in sight, as the Chinese 
people are resigned to accept any sacrifices, rather than unreason- 
__ it would seem the Japanese demands were fash- 
ed-exactly for such a purpose. A closa’study of the demands lends 
to no other conclusion. :

‘The flowering shrubs of Spring 
have, most = commonly, — white 
Howers or white tinged with pink; 
those of Summer also have white 
flowers (Gardenia, Melodinua), or 
of a pink or magenta (Rhodomyrtua, 
Melastoma), Deep pinks, or redy 
in which there is no trace of blue, 
ure rare in tho tropics and rare in 
Hong Kong. Two of our most 
beautiful. flowering shrubs -have, 
however, red flowers; both have 
been in flower for a month or more, 
but both may still yet be found if 


the botanist knows: where to Jook,, 


The first and rarest of these is 
Rhodoleia Championi, a shrub of 
6-12 feet in height. The flowers 
look like semi-double Camellias but 
hang down somewhat. after the 
fushion of Enkianthus  quingue- 
florus, Actually it is not a wingle 
flower bnt a group of about five 
flowers surrounded at the base by 
several rows of overlapping bracts, 
the uppermost of which are covered 
with golden hairs, the lower ones 
being red in colour, The petals, 
{—1 inch long and 16—20 in num- 
ber, are of 1 uniform rose enrmine 
colour. These flower henda are 
very beautiful. | Like many of 
China's most beautiful flowering 
shrubs this one is better known in 
England, where it is greatly prized 
by the connoisseur horticulturist, 
than in Hong Kong where it was 
first discovered and where it is 


pulinost unknown. 


I quote on. paragraph — from 
Maemillan'’s *' Tropics) Gardening 
nnd Planting" (Ceylon): “A 
medium sized’ spreading tree with 
ylaucows-grey — folinge and — bright 
red flowers, Jt is a nitive of Hong 
Kong and has become quite eatub- 
lished in Halgala Gardens but docs 
not seed there."

‘Only three trees known in Hong 
Kong where it was first discovered 
by Colonel Eyre in 1849 and after- 
wards guthered by Champion and 
others."" Fortumately Tam glad to 
be able to aay that there are very 
many more than: three plants of 
this lovely Camellin wild in Hong 
Kong. I know ‘sévern! localities 
where this tree grows; there is one 
tree in flower less than 200 yards 
from the upper Peak Tram station | 

Most shrubs are easier to recog: 
nise ut cortuin-times of the year 
than ‘at others. This Camellia van 
bo recognised with certainty in 
Spring by its leaves alone at quite 
n considerable  distanee. Tho 
young foliage is of a ‘most unusual 
colour almost impossible to describe 
in words.” In some lights the leaves 
appear blue, in other purple.

Examination Systenr Defects, 


On account. of the indisposi- 
tion of His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor, Mrs. G. P. de Martin, wife 


of the Director of Education, dis- | 


tributed the prizes at King's Col- 
lege yesterday, and the Hon. Mr. 
W. T. Southorn, C.M.G.,-Colonial 
Secretary, read a speech on be- 
half of His’ Excellency. 

In opening the proceedings, 
Mr. A. Morris, head master, told 
the gathering that it was the 
fourth anniversary of the official 
opening of King’s College, and 
he regretted to have to announce 
that’ His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor was indisposcd and unable 
to attend the function to give 
away the prizes as he had pro- 

. mised. On -behalf of King's 
College, Mr. Morris wished His 
Excellency a speedy recovery. 

After presenting his report, 
Mr. Morris introduced Mra. de 
Martin, remarking that that was 
the first opportunity he had of 
introducing that lady to the 
school. : . 

Following the distribution of 
prizes, Mrs. de Martin was ,pre- 
sented with a beautiful basket 
of flowers by two of the smallest 
boys of the College, amid ap- 
plause, and the function termin- 
ated with hearty cheers and 
“tigers” for Mrs. de Martin and 
the Hon. Mr. Southorn. 

Head Master's Report. 

The head master read his re- 
port as followsi— 

In presenting ‘the annual re- 
‘port on King’s College for the 
past year, I propose confining 
my remarks.solely to a record of 
the progress and social activities 
of the Colleye. So much has 
appeared in the columns of the 
Press of late on cducational mat- 
ters, that additional comment is 
superfluous, Briefly the year 
under review has been one of 
continued progress, expansion 
and consolidation while the tone 
and discipline are good. 

Attendance. 

The average attendance was 
869, an increase over the figures 
of the preceding year. The 
maximum enrolment was 912 
and the highest monthly 
average 905, Tuition Fees to- 
talled $64,364 an increase of 
nearly: $6,000 on the amount 
paid to the Treasury: in 1930. 
The: demand for accommodation 
is very great so much so_ that 
the establishment “of a Junior 
School in connection with King’s 
College is a suggestion worthy 

‘of earnest consideration in the 


future. Hundreds are refused 
admission to the lower classes 
alone, cach year. It is on the 


foundation: which has been well 
and truly laid in the Junior 
Classes that the success of the 
Senior Schoo! depends. 

Examinations. 


The University matriculation 
cand junior local results did not 
come up to expectations. 26 
took the Matriculation Examina- 
‘tion of whom 7 only were credit- 
ed with a Pass: one obtained 
the Senior Local Certificate 738 
pat: for the Junior Local Exam- 
‘ination: 24 passed securing 
amongst them 24 distinctions. 
It is appropriate at this juncture 
to point out that these Senior 
Classes were depleted during the 
Summer of a large proportion of 
promising. pupils who were suc- 
cessful in competitive entrance 
examinations to the Customs 
‘College Peking: to the naval Col- 
‘Jege at Whangpao while yet an- 
other group entered the Ling 
Nam _ University, Canton: 21 
-were lost to us in this manner.

Prepared to Attempt 
5,000 Cars Daily. 


LARGE EXPANSION. 


The Ford Motor . Company's 
method of ridding the country- 
side of wornout automobiles, 
begun: in February, 1929, has 
proved satisfactory and facili- 
ties are being constructed which 
will permit the handling of up 
to 6,000 junked cars o day 
against 300 to 400 a day now. 
Where ~~ Chevrolet, Buick, 
Chrysler and several other com- 
panies set ‘n price. to the auto- 
mobile dealer for a junk car and 
turn the “remains” over to the 
commercial junk denlers, after 
rendering it unfit for use as an 
automobile again by wrecking 
the motor and axle, Ford uses a 
repular disassembly line.’ 
, Salvaged, 

The old cars are run onto a 
moving platform much like the 
assembly line for mew cars. 
Workmen begin immediately to 
remove all parts which have 
value as salvage, Aluminium 
mouldings, copper and brass pipes 
and radiators are taken off. 
Window glass is removed and 
sorted into sizes, some is re- 
polished and some is recut. 
Lead and pitch is salvaged from 
the batteries,
